Much, the heavier end of the Lan4 


Office defalcations, though the later dte* 
covered, was exhibited In the Circuit 
Court before Judge De Bolt yesterday. 
In fllve indictments containing 'nine' 
counts E. S. Boyd, former; Commission- 
er of Public Lands, is charged with ti<e 
embezzlement of an aggregate amount 
of $10.332.49. Three indictment* con- 
taining seven counts present that 
Stephen Mahaulu, late chief clerk of 
the' Land Office, embegsled an aggre- 
gate of $8545. This makes a grand total 
of $18,877.49 ftir. the head offlce. 
Assistant Attorney General W. 8. 


Fleming appeared for the Territory, and 
S. V. ChfflJngwDrth for Boyd. Mahaulu 
was without counsel. Pleas were re- 
served by defendants, Boyd's ball being 
fixed at $*5,000 and Mahaulu's at 919.000. 


Mr, Fleming had snggeflted'»«,000 as 


the amount of Boyd's bond, when Mr. 
Chilllngworth said that $10,000 as fixed 
in the District Court would be difficult 
to procure, and If bis client was unable 
to obtain bail he would have to stay In 
Jail until the last count against him 
had been determined. He thought this 
rather unusual.

They appear 
to have secured control of the bookings, for many Japanese have 
found that the only way to get tickets is through these agents. A 
charge of $10 or $15 additional is made» in the guise of interest on 
the $50, which the so-called agents advance. In the'meantime 
there are hundreds of Japanese who cdnnot get bookings at all. 


"Of course this state of affairs cannot last. It'is quite natural 


that steps should be taken,—as they, have in fact been taken, if we 
were correctly informed—to charter « steamer and send her here 
for the many Japanese who want passage to San Francisco. In 
all probability we should soon see a steamer here from San Fran- 
cisco, sent for Japanese and returning crowded with them. Such 
a wholesale movement is greatly objected to by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, but it is a natural consequence of the strange local situa- 
tion. Surely the, Japanese have a right to go to California if they 
wish to do so and are able to pay their fares, and as long as the 
ordinary passenger vessels are too crowded to carry them, is it .not 
natural that they should look elsewhere for transportation. The
